New Parish Councillor Tollowing Dennis Allen's resignation, statutory 
notices were posted on 1 August. In the absence of applications, PC voted on 
three nominations for co-options. On a show of hands, Mrs Cynthia Garvey was 
appointed, having defeated Mrs Marianne Elsley and Norman Drake. 


Community HealthCouncil Cllr Marmion's analysis of the White Paper 'Working 
for Patients’ acknowledged the benefits of cost effectiveness while expressing 
concern that maximisation of earnings would put essential but unprofitable 
servicesand long term projects (eg research) at risk. PC feared that cutting 
costs would mean cutting services, leading to a 2-tier system favouring the 
privileged, PC to respond to CHC Chairman on these lines. 


Pavements and Roads Cllr Mrs Swash and others reported a variety of problems 
including Market Place, Bull Ring, Castle Street, New Street, Earls Iane , 
Traffic Lights aree and Brickyard Hill. All will be drawn to the attention 
of local authority. On low-cost highway improvements, CDC gives low priority 
to Windmill Stores/Cemetery footpath and high priority to Clifton layby.

range of tasks, which they can be called upon to perform et a second's notice, 
day or night, 365 dcys of every year. . 


Who are they? Well, let's see, ALBERT HUMPHRIES, Officer in Charge of the 
Station and its per Ganed, is married with two children, and lives and works in 
the village. CAROL | SHINUDY, Firefighter, is a married housewife with children, 
and is qualified to wear breathing apparatus and drive the engine. TIM COX, 
eerie ates is single and works in the village but lives in Middle Berton. 
All ere just ordinary people with ordinary beckgrounds, playing a very important 
and te uae role in the community. Yes, just like you!! The problem is ~ in 
order to operate all of the equipment carried, in a professional and pressure 
situation, whotever the emergency, DEDDINGTON FIRE STATION NEEDS MORE 
FIREFIGHTERS, During the day only four of the nine employed are available and 
these only because their employers are gracious and conscientious enough to 
allow them to be released at a second's notice to attend fire calls.

The | following are extracts from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the 
months of August and September 1839, one of which shows the school master at 
idderbury in trouble again - this time for his connection with the Chartist 


movement. It is also interestinz to note that not only did school finish 
for the harvest but Church services too i+ 


15th August - Called on Alcock (Vicar of Adderbury) by his express desire 

to confer about the propriety of dismissing Flint the schoolmaster for 
sending round a Chartist petition in favour of the men now under sentence of 
death at Warwick for their share in the late riots and destruction of 

property at Birmingham, and for attending a Chartist meeting held at Adderbury 
&@ short time since and addressed by a man named Collins now in Warwick gaol 
under sentence of imprisonment for uttering sedition etc. 


19th August - The School broke up for the Harvest. 
23rd fhugust — No prayers today as the Harvest had commenced in good 


earnest, neither shall we have any till the Harvest is ended. 


30th August - The Bloxham policeman called to ask permission to liberate 
a drunken man from the stocks at Bloxham, 


2nd September - Committed a man to prison for a month for leaving his wife 
and family chargeable to Barford St John Parish for quite two years or more. 


17th September - Anniversary of Horticultural and Floricultural Society 
show at the Town Hall followed by dinner at the Unicorn Inn with itr H’ 
Churchill, the Grocer, in the Chair. I was present and I think the Society 
likely to become a prosperous one - committee formed. 


19th September - Went to Kings Arms to pay my rent for half year to Lord 
Carrington's Agent. Paid Edmund (the groom) the remainder of his wages and 
for some top boots (to last two vears from this time), and promised to raise 
his wages to £16 this year 


23rd September - Wrote to the Chairman at the Union House, Woodstock, to 
complain of the bread supplied by the Baker of the Board to the paupers of 
this Parish - having first mentioned the matter to Irons the relieving 
officer in vain. 


25th September ~- It was dear little Robert's birthday and we all rejoiced 
accordingly, he was three years old. 


26th September -— We all went to see Wombwell's Collection of Wild Beasts 
waich halted here for the nisht, servants and all, we were present at their 
fe.ding time, We kept our harvest home this evening at the farm house.
